Section I- General Conditions 

I (i) The Yen Credit of Yen 30 billion extended 
by the overseas Economic Cooperation Funjd of 
Japan (OECF) for financing the import requirements 
of the Assam gas Turbine Power Station and Trans¬ 
mission Line Construction Project of NEEPCO is 
untied in favour of Japan and developing countries 
including India. Accordingly the goods and services 
to be procured under this credit pan be procured 
from Japan and all countries (including India) en¬ 
umerated in the list at Annexure-I which will be eli¬ 
gible source countries under the credit. 

I (ii) Import Licence (s) under the Credit can be 
issued only for such items and for such value as have 
been specifically cleared by the DGTDJCO Com¬ 
mittee.
